ferior lot,  and  it  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the  country  to  have  them 
brought  to  our  Dominion  :

Whereas  it  is  considered  necessary  and  expedient  that  the  salary 
of  the  Matron  of  the  ?^ndustrial  Home  should  be  increased  from  and 
after  the  ist  day  of  January,  1891,  to  the  sum  of  $150  per  year  ; 

He  it  therefore  enacted,  and  it  is  herel)y  enacted  by  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  County  of  Welland,  that  said  By-Law  No.  526  be 
amended  by  substituting  the  sum  of  $150  per  annum  as  the  Matron's 
salary  instead  of  $100  as  stated  in  said  By-Law,  the  said  increase  to 
take  effect  from  the  ist  day  of  January,  1891.

The  purchase  of  another  farm  wagon,  also  a  disc  harruw,  was 
authorized,  your  committee  being  of  opinion  that  the  County  should 
own  all  tools  and  implements  necessary  for  the  farm  work,  and  that 
nothing  should  be  borrowed  from  neighbors  by  the  keeper. 

Your  Committee  instructed  the  inspector  to  get  from  the  Iti.ikC 
Gurney  Co.  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  increasing  the  sizo  of  the 
heating  boiler  and  putting  the  heating  apparatus  in  shape  to  heat  the 
building,  also  to  get  tenders  for  the  erection  of  fire  escapes. 

At  this  meeting  a  man,  J.  Tuffry,  who  had  for  some  time  been 
an  inmate  of  the  Home  and  in  charge  of  the  Hospital,  appeared 
before  your  Committee  and  asked  that  he  be  paid  for  his  services, 
asking  for  $1.00  per  day  from  January  1st  last,  and  stating  that  he 
had  been  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  night  and  day  since  that  time; 
on  consulting  with  the  keeper  your  committee  ascertained  that  such 
was  the  case,  and  that  he  (the  keeper)  had  found  Tuffry  very  useful, 
and  had  no  other  inmate  he  could  trust  to  change  off  with  him  in 
the  Hospital  work.  Your  Committee  therefore  decided  to  make 
Tuffry  a  small  payment — not  for  work,  which  as  an  inmate  he  was 
called  upon  to  do,  but  as  covering  the  extra  work  involved  in  being 
in  charge  night  and  day,  and  ordered  him  to  be  paid  $12  per  month 
from  May  ist,  at  which  rate  he  was  paid  to  Sept.  ist,  and  on  this 
latter  date  discharged.  The  work  in  the  Hospital  having  become 
lighter  owing  to  death  and  removal  of  patients,  no  hired  help  has 
been  necessary  there  since  that  time. 

On  August  20th  your  Committee  met  to  consider  the  matter  of 
heating  and  fire  escapes. 

Your  Committee  received  a  tender  from  the  Barnum  Wire  & 
Iron  Works  to  supply  the  two  escapes  for  $125.     'J'his  tender  was 
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s  matter  of 


aw-epted,  and  the  esirapes  are  now  in  place,  and  your  ('ommittee 
consider  them  satisfactory. 

Vour  Committee  received  an  offer  from  the  E.  «&  C.  (iurney  Co. 
of  Toronto  to  exchange  the  boiler  then  in  the  Home  for  a  larger  one 
they  to  do  all  the  work,  re-arrange  the  piping,  etc.,  for  the  sum  of 

$i,ooo. 

Your  Committee,  considering  this  amount  excessive,  thought  best 
to  ascertain  the  cost  of  changing  to  steam,  and  after  consulting  with 
Mr.  R.  F.  Carter  determined  to  undertake  the  work  themselves. 

\'our  Committee  purchased  a  wrought  iron  boiler,  all  the 
necessary  angle  valves,  air  valves,  fittings,  et<:.,  and  had  the  work 
done  by  Mr.  R.  F.  Carter  and  John  Ross  with  two  assistants,  the 
brick-work  being  done  by  Mr.  V^anderburgh  in  the  best  manner,  all 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  th  -  chairman  of  your  committee. 
All  of  the  work  is  well  done,  and  all  material  the  best  to  be  had.  It 
has  been  completed,  and  gives  eminent  satisfaction,  the  keeper  being 
able  to  keep  all  parts  of  the  building  warm  in  the  coldest  weather  so 
fiu  experienced,  and  the  consumption  of  coal  is  much  less  than  with 
the  old  boiler,  'i'he  total  expenditure  of  money  on  this  account  has 
been  $771.33,  and  your  committee  have  on  hand  the  old  boiler  and 
other  material  to  a  cash  value  for  old  material  of  $165.45,  making  the 
net  cost  $605.88  ;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  may  in  the  future  be 
deemed  advisable  to  build  a  more  substantial  Hospital,  and  provide 
heat  therefor,  your  committee  decided  to  keep  the  material  pending 
the  a<'tion  of  this  Council,  and  as  the  said  material  would  cost  over 
$300  to  buy,  and  consequently  be  worth  that  much  to  the  County 
should  they  have  opportunity  to  use  it. 

Your  Committee  met  on  October  7th  for  the  purpose  of  passing 
the  (luarlerly  acc^ M.nts.  .\ccounts  were  passed  to  the  amount  of 
$860.87.  At  this  session  your  committee  instructed  the  keeper  ro 
complete  the  underdraining  for  which  the  main  drains  had  already 
been  laid,  and  to  put  in  main  drains  through  some  undrained  swales 
pointed  out.     'I'he  total   cost  of  this  work  was  $233.49,  and  a   full

report    thereon    as  prepared    by    the  keeper    is    appended    to   this 
report. 

Your  Committee  met  on  November  25th  ("or  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  the  heating  arrangements  tlien  completed  and  passing  the 
accounts  in  connection  therewith,  all  of  which  as  j)reviously  reported 
was  approved,  together  with  certain  alterations  in  the  ventilating;; 
pipes  ordered  by  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee,  costing  about 
$40,  said  pipes  now  doing  the  work  for  which  they  were  intended  and 
which  was  not  previously  the  case. 

Your  Committee  ordered  the  usual  atlvertisenient  for  tenders 
for  next  years  supplies,  to  be  in  by  Dec.  6th,  and  adjourned  to  Dec. 
9th  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  same. 

Your  Committee  met  on  December  yth,  and  the  following  ten 
ders  for  supplies  were  received  and  considered  :

For  Dry  Goods  :  Roos  <S:  ('o.,  only  tender  submitted,  \\as 
accepted. 

For  Groceries:  C.  J.  Page,  J.  B.  Taylor,  .\fter  examining 
samples  and  prices,  Mr.  Page's  tender  was  accepted. 

In  the  way  of  permanent  improvements  during  the  past  year 
your  Committee  have  dotie  as  follows  :  Sheeted  the  ice  house  on 
the  outside  at  a  cost  of  $70.  Laid  a  single  j)lank  walk  across  Mr. 
Price's  farm,  cost  $62  for  material,  the  work  being  done  bv  the 
keeper  and  inmates.  Buiit  a  corn  crib,  cost  $34  for  material, 
work  done  i)y  an  inmate.  Raised  the  chimney  with  brick -work 
above  the  comb  of  the  roof.      N'our  ('onimittee  also  had  to  take  up 
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and  deepen  the  house  drain  and  make  a  pool  for.  flushing,  this  being 
ih'j  second  time  it  has  l)ecome  slopped  up. 

\  our  Committee  understand  that  the  Warden  appHed  for  the 
i^iaiit  of  $4,000  authorized  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  but  as  yet  no 
steps  have  been  taken  by  ihc  CJovernment  Inspector  looking  to  the 
payment  of  the  money. 

Notwithstanding  the  abundant  rain  of  the  past  year,  the  keeper 

has  had  to  draw  48  loads  of  water. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  in  future  the  keeper 
deposit  with  the  County  Treasurer  monthly  all  monies  received  by 
him  for  the  sale  of  farm  produce,  together  with  an  account  of  items 
for  which  it  was  received,  and  that  the  money  required  by  him  for 
current  expenses  be  supplied  to  him  by  cheque  on  order  of  your 
Committee.

We  also  beg  to  call  your  Lordships  attention  to  the  want  of  proper 
lighting  in  the  Court  House  ;  as  courts  often  require  to  sit  at  night,  it 
is  desirable  that  every  reasonable  convenience  should  be  afforded  ; 
something  besides  lamp  lights  should  be  adopted  ; 

It  is  also  very  important  that  the  Court  Room  should  be  well 
ventilated.  It  appears  to  us  that  at  present  the  windows  in  the 
("ourt  Room  are  insufficient  for  either  the  purpose  of  light  or  ventila- 
tion. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to 
remove  two  idiot  boys,  who  are  now  confined  in  the  Industrial  Home, 
as  not  being  a  proper  place  for  them.

BY-LAW  NO.  755. 

A  B  Y-LA  W  to  abandon  the  St.  Catharines  and  Pel  ham  Macadamized 
Road 

Whereas  a  joint  stock  company  was  heretofore  incorporated 
under  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  Parliament  in  that  behalf  called 
the  St.  Catharines  and  Pelham  turnpike  company. 

And  whereas  the  said  Company  constructed  thu  macadamized 
road  ('ommonly  known  as  the  St.  Catharines  and  Helham  macada- 
mized road,  commencing  ai  a  point  in  the  city  of  St.  ('atharines, 
and  running  thence  through  said  city,  and  through  the  I'ownshipsot 
(liantham  and  Louth  in  the  County  of  Lincoln,  and  through  tlu- 
Townships  of  Thorold  and  Pelham,  in  the  County  of  Welland,  and 
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to  a  certain  point  in  the  said  rownship  of  Felham  on  the  line  sur- 
veyed by  one  Robert  Jobson  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  being  a 
distance  of  about  nine  miles  from  the  said  city  of  St.  Catharines. 

\nd  whereas  this  '  .option  have  become  the  owners  of  said 
ro:id,  and  it    is  deemed  expi-dient  to  abandon  the  sa  me. 

Therefore'  the  Municipal  (Corporation  of  the  ('ity  of  St.  Cathar- 
ines enacts  as  follows  : 

That  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  St.  Catharines  do,  and  they 
do  hereby  abandon  the  said  macadamized  road  commonly  known 
as  the  St.  ('atharines  and  Pelham  macadamized  road  within  the 
limits  mentioned  in  the  recital  hereof,  save  and  except  that  portion 
thereof  lying  within  the  limits  of  this  Corporation,  and  do  hereby 
surrender  to  the  Municipalities  outside  of  this  Corporation  entitled 
to  said  road  or  portions  thereof,  by  virtue  of  such  abandonment,  all 
the  rights,  privileges  and  appurtenances  now  vested  in  this  Corpor- 
ation or  in  and  to  the  said  road,  and  every  part  therof,  save  as  afore- 
said,  and  do  disclaim  all  liability  for  the  said  road,  and  for  any 
damages  arising  from  the  condition  thereof,  from  and  after  the  date 
this  I>y-Law  shall  come  into  effect. 

2.  The  Mayor  of  this  ('orporation,  and  the  Clerk  thereof,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  give  all  such  notices,  execute 
all  such  deeds,  or  other  documents,  and  to  do  all  such  acts  as  may 
be  necessary  to  be  given,  executed,  or  done,  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  full  intent  and  meaning  of  this  By-law. 

3.  This  By-Law  shall  come  into  force  and  take  effect  on,  from 
and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  .\.  I).  1890.
